TEU CITY COUNCIL AND TEG 

One of the first steps of the present 
mayor and cuuncil after taking ofUce was 
'to iuatitute nieaaurea for the reform of 
the polico . departmost. The force con- 
sisted of fourteen men, and the cost of 
maiiiliuiiing it was neerly §15,000 per 
snnuni. It 'Aaa felt thiit for the espendi 
turu of BO large a sum the city was en- 
titled to at least u modicum of protection. 
But what was the condition of affairs ? 
itobbariea were of daily and nightly oo- 
ourreheet '""Nearly 'every henroost^ within 
the limits, or eady reach '^hereof, waa 
despoiled of its feathered inmates. Citi- 
zens no longer Itiid down with a feeling 
of securiiy that the existence of a really 
effioieiit police force formerly insured. 
At the nest meeting of the council the 
ineffioiency or inadequacy of the police 
was brought before it by the mayor, and 
tlie police oominittee wore authorized to 
prepare a code of rules for the govern- 
ment of ctie fores i.iiA to take such other 
steps ua they mij^!', deem proper to bring 
about a more aatisfaotory condition of 
affairs. The committee asked permission 
to empioy four ^speoial- - constables who 
were to patrol certain parts of the city in 
plain uii.thes, and tc examine closely all 
packages carried by Chinese and other 
suapiciuua peraocy at unseemly hours. 
Within a week after the specials were 
put on several Ohinese were oaught with 
stolen birds in their poaseision, and 
within a month the gaii^ of petty thieves 
was either in gaol or had been dispersed. 
In the ' meanwnile a large exodus 
of the il lating population occurred and 
the Committee (whuae aotion was subse- 
quently approved by the council) decided 
to dispoDBe with the services of thespeoial 
oomtablea. They followed this by 
another and, more sweeping change, viz , 
a reduction of the regular force to ten 
men. This la3t action of the committee 
was also approved ot by the council and 
four members uf die regular force will 
retire to-day, Th'i eaving by thia economy 
is estiiiiutud at ubuut ^3,000, a sum that 
will go a long way towards improving the 
streets. It is believed that ten active, 
energetic men o re ample to protect us and 
if the new rulcii and regulations are close- 
ly adhered to t.iat the force will soon be 
in as high a state of efficiency as any sim 
ilar. body on the coast. So far as is 
known the regular foree- has yielded a 
cheerful acquiescence to the rules ; but 
there are a body of men known as 
"spooiil" or irregular cuust&bles who are 
employed by private citizens to patrol cer- 
tain beats. These ' men, who number 
four, have been Bwurn in as constables ; 
and although they are not paid by the 
city are none the less subject to the rules 
that govern the regular force as well as 
several other rules that were framed to 
apply especially to them. Section ixiv 
of ' the rules requires thac every special 
constable shall file with the aapecintend- 
ent of police "a sketch map of the beat he 
is employed tq patrol and the names 
of ihn per.wn.i btj whom fie i.i em- 
ployed" The object of thia rule is 
to oonfiuo the special oflicer to the limits 
which he is paid to patrol f.ud to prevent 
him from receiving money from improjior 
characters for aervicoa rendered of a ques- 
tionable and uumeutionable nature. 
Against the enforcement of • this rule llie 
apeoials ihave rebelled. They^ refuse to 
oomiily vith it. They will neither file a 
map with the chief of police nor will they 
lurnish him with a Mat of the names of their 
patrons. The.se aro su.spicious circum- 
atancen. If all things wore "fairaud square" 
what possible objeolion could the irregular 
force urge to surrendering the names? By 
actual cfUHUS it has.beou ascertained that 
there are 1-18 unfortunate women plying' 
their calling within the limits of this uiuui- 
cipality. It is more than suspected thai all 
or nearly all these women pay a monthly 
stipend to the irrcgnlar constables to pro- 
tect them in the proseoation of their "busi- 
ness." It la to ascertain if such is really 
the case that the mayor aud council insist 
upon the obaorvauce of.a rule agaiust which 
the irregviinrH openly revolt. At the last 
mooting of the council the duty devolved 
upon Councillor Higgins, as chairman of 
the police committee, to move that the com- 
missiotis of the specials be revoked after the 
Ist of May nnless they should 
previously make submiasion and surren- 
der the names «f their patrons. The 
vote on the resolution stood five to three. 
Yet our esteemed morning oontempor.iry 
— who was but recently detected in the 
act of altering* a resolution of the 
coQBoil BO as .to place Oouncillor .Hisfgins 
in a' wrong 'light' before the public— at- 
tempts to convey the impression that that 
councillor originated the resolution and 
that by his vote alone it was passed I Xo 
mention is made of the four other coun- 
cillors who supported the resolution; of 
the two other members of .the police conn- 
ioaittea who utiaDimously agreed to it be- 
fore it was laid before the council; or of 
the mayor who olnquantly and forcibly 
supported it. We can assure the readers 
ol The Colonist that the .councillor who 
has been (iuglud out for attack is fully 
prepared to accept and bear the whole 
credit or discredit of a movement that has 
for its object the plaoine of the police 
force on a footing of eOicienoy, The atti- 
tude of our coMtempofAry is one that is 
scarcely ereditahlo to him as a public 
journalist. The police magistrate h<^B 
giveti'-it ai his' opinion that the irregular 
oonstables are subject to the rules and 
regulations of the' mayor and council. 
Our esteemed contouiporary ouunaels them 
to maintain their attitude of iiisubordi- 
uation. Very well. If the special cod"- 
stsbles chouse to accept the bad advice 
thus tendered them, they must look' to 
the same .quartei;-.for qnpport.and, em- 
ployment wafn^likeOtbello Ihoy &ad the'r 
qooapatjoDTgorielj "{

ENGLAND. 

London, April 30. — The race for the 
thousand guineas stakes for 3-year old 
iilliea was run to-day at Newmarket first 
spring meeting, and was won by the Duke 
of Uamillon's bay'fiUy "Miss Jummy" ; 
Prince Soltykoffs bay filly "Argo Novis" 
came in second, and Lord Zetland's brown 
tilly "Jewel Song" third. 

Gladstone denies the story that he has

It is stated thai John Morley, chief 
secretary for Irelond, in a speech to be 
delivered at Glasgow, will announce that 
the government has decided to abandon 
that feature oi the home rule bill which 
excludes Irish repreaent.atives from West- 
minster. 

David Davis, a liberal, meniber of par- 
ment, will resign his seat because he ob- 
jects to Mr. Gladstone's home rule niaa- 
sure. 

At a conference between Archbishop 
Croko and the priests of his parish, a 
memorial was unanimously signed ex- 
pressing deo)i gratitude to Gladstone for 
his past services to Ireland, aud thanking 
him for his heroic fortitude, utter forgot- 
fulnesa of self and fearless devotion in 
initiating his present Irish measures. 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Standard 
says the powers have decided tu reject 
Greece's reply to the ultimatum and in- 
sist upon an unconditional disarmament. 
The fleet remains in readiness for action. 
The North German Gazette says that the 
latest news fails to improve the situation 
at Athens. Semi-official papers decliue 
if Europe persists in exaoting surrender, 
the Greek natioa will' lose patieneo antl 
the cituation become critical. 

Mr. Nourae, a brother of F. A. Nourso, 
treasurer of the Oregon Railway & i.>'av- 
igation Co., who disappeared several 
weeks ago, believes that he haa found 
traces of the missing man visiting Kenil- 
worth castle, and is now making inquiries 
in that vicinity. 

SCOTLAND. 
QtAsaow, April 30. — The national lib- 
eral federation of Scotland has adopted 
resolutions favoring Mr. Gladstone's home 
rule bilL 

PRANCE. 
Pajiis, April 30. — I'ho wound received 
by Edward Drumont, author of La 
Franco, in hia duel with Mgr. Derrea- 
tor of Galais, sn the 24th inst., has be- 
come so dangerous that his life is de- 
paired of. 

EGYPT. 

Oairo, April 30.— England has con- 
sented to a proposition that Aliriza, for- 
merly governor of flarrar, shall pndor- 
take a mission to Wady Haifa to nego- 
tiate with the : rebels for a' cessation of 
hostilities. 

GREECE. 
Athens, April 30. — The i/overninont 
has ordered the disarming of four steam- 
ers which were being fitted. out as cruisers. 
The order for the dispatch of the garrison 
at Athena- to . the front has been can- 
cjlled. 

IRELAND. 

DuiiLiN, April 30. — The Nation, organ 
of the lord mayor, denies that the Irish- 
American dynamiters will continue to 
worry England unless an absolute sepa- 
ration of Ireland from Great Britain is 
attained, Gladstone's measure, says the 
Nation, means peace to the Irish through- 
out the world. 

At Belfast to-day two anti-home rule 
meetings were held, at one of which si.K 
thousand persons were present. Both 
liberals and conservatives attended both 
meetings. Resolutions condonining Mr. 
Gladstone's Hcheme and Mr. Morley's 
"threats" were unanimouslp adopted. 

Although the powers in their ultima- 
tum insist upon Greece's unconditional 
surrender, it is considered likely that 
Turkey will be induced to cede a portion 
of the disputed territory to Greece, It is 
understood that both Greece and Russia 
are endeavoring to secure such a settlo- 
ment of the difficulty. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, April 30. — Another villaue 
and two towna have been burned in Ga- 
licia. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



EASTERN STATE.S. 
Nkw York, April 30 —A petition is in 
circulation in this city for the pardon of 
Jis, D, Fish, ex-president of Marine 
Bank which was wrecked by Ferd. Ward 
in Grant & Ward's operations. Fish is 
now serving ton years sentence for hia 
connection with Ward's dninga. The pe- 
tition is signed by nesrly all of 1)00 depos- 
itors of the bank, many bank presidatita 
of this city and from Maine and Pennsyl- 
vania. Fish is an old man and the opin- 
ion is gaining ground that he was more 
sinned against than 8in"ing. He has dis- 
couraged the subject his pardon here- 
tofore. 

The business failures occurring tlirough- 
out the country during last seven day.s as 
reported to B. 6. Dunti &Co, number for 
the United States, W3, and for Canada, 
18, or a total of 207 as compared with a 
total of ld<l last week and 182 the week 
previous. 

COLORADO. 
Denver, April 30. — A Lsadville epe- 
oial says that this afternoon at 3 o'clock 
when a freight train of the Denver & Ilio 
Grande was rounding a curve near Bird's 
Eye, a fallen true was discovered lying 
across the track. Engineer Gough stuck 
to the engine, but Fireman Dewitt jump- 
ed from the cab, striking against a snow 
bank, and fell back uniler the train 
wheels, which eev^red his head from his 
body as clean as it perfurined by the guil- 
lotine, and breaking almost every, bone in 
hia body. The engine pushed the ob- 
struction from the track and no damage 
resulted. 

PmsBUEa, April 30.— The movement 
of labor unions in this city fur a reduc- 
tion in the working hours is confined al- 
most exclusively to the building trades.

Defendant'said he would 
not marry any woman who was not worth 
at least $100,000, anri Lslthough he loved 
plaintiff he could not marry hor. In de- 
fault of ^5,000 bail Lovelace was cora- 
initlod to Ludlow street jail. Yesterday 
ho telegraphed to his father, who is said 
to be a wealthy citizen of Montreal, ask- 
ing him for assistance.

Several JLIves Lost by--Jt'alilBK 
Walls.-. 



(Exclusive to The Colonist ) ' 
S.iK Francisco, April 30. — A fire which 
broke out about 4 p. m. in the basement of 
tho estal)lishnieut of L. &: E. Eiuauual, fur- 
niture dealers and niauufacturers, on Mar- 
ket street, bstweou Third and Fourth 
Btroots, spread to A. .L. Bancroft & Co.'s 
stationery ami printing e.stabliBhment in 
the same building. Tho fire is atili raging 
but is believed now (G :30 p. m.) to be under 
control, . The loss, as near as oan be ascer. 
tained, is about three quarters of a million 
dollars. A number of Uvea were loat. 

A few miuutes before 4 o'clock this after- 
noon an alarm was sounded for a Are, whiob 
■wan dineovered iu ths building on tho south 
side of Market street, between Tliird and 
Fourth Btrc-ots, owned by A. L. Bancroft ifc 
Co., stntiouora and publishers, and occu- 
pied by thorn aud L. Jsi E. Emanuel, furni- 
ture mauufuoturers and dealers. Tho 
building was live Htories high, and the en- 
tiro east side aud two top stories of tho west 
side of it were occupied by Bancroft & Co., 
while, the three lower stories and basement 
of the west aide were tenanted by Einan- 
uel's. Although the tiro dopartment re- 
sponded promptly to the suininon.*!, the 
intiiiniablo nature of tho contents of the 
entire building gave tho tiro a good start 
and within lifteon ir^inuteu from the time 
the first alarm had been sounded a second 
was turned in. Nothing definite is known 
as to where the tire started or what was 
the cause. Some assert it started in 
Emanual's baaemont; others that it origi- 
uaied in Bancroft's engine room. It ap- 
pare.itly, however, started in thv lower 
part of the structure near one of the ele- 
vator shafts which it

and spread itself over every flour, of tho 
building. In a very short time hopes 
which were at first entertained that a 

largo portion uf thu oontontB uf tho build- 
ing could bo saved soon vanished and 
etl'orta wero then mnde to oonDnu the 
(lames to the building in which it htid 
started. But even in this the fire dopart- 
inont was unsuooesaful, bursting hoso, and 
a wt;.iterly wind wbiuh v^-as blowing 
operated against them. Every engine in 
the city was called into requisition; but 
fears thai this might be inadequate to 
meet tho eiiiorgency caused Chief Scau- 
nell to sunuuon iiaaiatance from Oakland, 
Uie fire douartment of which was promptly 
tendered. Meanwhile tho 6ra continued 
to rage, and soon ovary window in tho 
burning building fronting Market straet 
wag curtained wi.ch flame while frum the 
roof of the building dense clouds of aiuoko, 
intermittently peuetrutod by monster 
tongues of fliimo, rose high iu the air and 
dontod eastward over the bay toward Oak- 
laud. While tho whole interior building 
was thus completely wrapped in flames a 
cra.fh was heard aud the top flooring upon 
which

and plant had Vieon sfaudiug, gave way, 
precipitating half the molten mass of metal 
lo tho floor below. Thiw in turn boiut; half 
eaten through by the llamea gave way, aud 
soon each floor iu turn crashed downward, 
until nothing but the interior was left. Tho 
fire, however, had not confined its ravages 
to the Bancroft btiildbag ^due, but had 
leaped the narrow width of Jessie street 
in the rear, and soon had ignited a do^en 
or more arauUer houses, used mostly as 
dwellings. Most of these wore entirely 
consumed or so badly wrecked that they 
will have to be razed. The tlames also 
spread to the buildings on each sido of 
the doomed Bancroft edifice. About 5:15 
■ pm. the rear part of the west wall of 
Bancroft's building fell with a crash and 
demolished a small building alongsido it 
fronting Jessie street, which took 6re and 
buried several men under tho debris. All 
were rescued wtl;h but slight injuries. 
Soon after this the rear wall 
fell, and this was followed by 
the front portion of the west wall 
adjoining Emanuels on West street and 
fronting Market street. It was a two- 
story building occupied as .a piano sales- 
room, trunk factory and frame factory. 
When the last wall fell it brought down 
with it this building, which was flattened 
so thoroughly that, no semblance of a 
building remained. It wus not till an 
hour and a half after the fire was started 
that it was gotten under control. The 
losses are estimated at three qaarters of 
a million, divided as near as can be as- 
certained as follows: A. L. Bancrcft, 
building, $120,000, insured for ?70,000; 
stock and plant, §400,000, insurance 
8120.000; L and E. Emanuel, stock of 
furniture, $120,000; insurance §30,- 
000. Other buildings and contents 
on which were little insurance will proba- 
bly make up balance of three quarters of 
a million. A number of persons are ru- 
ported killed and seriously injured. Pat- 
rick Beatty, aged 46, employed in the 
trunk factory adjoining Emuanuel's was 
caught in ths falling ruins aud taken out 
in a dying condition. He was removed to 
tho city hospital where he died shortly 
afterward. .lick Curran, fireman, who 
had his leg broken at Crocker's Cro sus- 
tained tho same injury to-day. There 
v/ero about 250 people in Bancroft's and 
Emanuel's establishments, including a 
large number of ^irls employed in Ban- 
croft's who, whon the alarm sounded 
throughout the building made a stampede 
on the stairways leading to the afreets. 
Fortunately all eaQap°d in safety. A five 
year old boy of Mr. Baron, (blacksmith, 
on Broadway, near Stockton, while view- 
ing the fire from the roof of bis father's 
house lost his balance and was 'killed.

" The Sprouie Case. 

It was rumored la«t evening thai the 
United States government had requested 

ths Canadian goveramant to allow the 
Sproule case to *be reopened; cr, at 
least, to grant a further respite until the 
value of 'the affidavits recently tiiade in 
his behalf had been aacsrtaiuod, A re- 
quest of' that nature will probably not 
be disregarded. In the Dr. Lamson oase 
a respite was granted by the BritiHh gov- 
ernment at the request of tho United 
States government. It: availed the mui- 
deror nothing- as the new evidence vTaa 
shown to be worthless ; but the conces- 
sion was made as a mark of deference to 
the great nation to which Lamsoa belong- 
ed. The crime for which Laraaon was 
hanged was one of thecruelast murders on 
record. He was an American doctor 
settled iu England. There ho mot a love- 
ly English girl, an orphan, and mirried 
her. She brought him a large fortune 
which the doctor iu a few years dissipated. 
The wife had an only brother — an invalid 
— at school in England, In tho event of 
his death the fortune willed him by his 
parents would fall to his sister, Lamson'a 
wife. In his desperation the doctor 
visited the boy at the school and, under 
pretenoe of prescribjng for him, admin- 
istered strychnine iti capsules, which the 
poor lad accepted without hesitation. 
Somo timo after tho doctor had left, tho 
boy was taken violently ill acid died in 
great agony. The murderer had covered 
his tracks well; but step by step ho was 
traced by the detectives and brought tu 
justice. Tho avidouoe in Lamaon's case 
was direct. In Sproule'a- it is circum- 
stantial. 

Ileuses of lU-Faiue. 

Nettie Holt is before the pojioe court 
un a charge of keeping a house of ill fame 
on the olassfo thoroughfare known as 
Broa'd street. The house has become no- 
torious of late since the ooourranco of a 
robbery in its oloso vicinity and tho find- 
ing of a part of the plunder in a w. a. at- 
tached to the preroitea. It is rumoreJ 
that other summonses are in course of 
preparation and that it is the intention of 
the police, as' fast aa oiibnrastances vill 
admit or proof can be obtained, to compel 
the criminal and vagrant claaaea to loavo 
thu heart of the oily fnr localities wlioro 
their presence will bt less ubnoxious. The 
police meet with | many obstraotloris 
in the prosecution of their duty. A few 
days ago the Brocklem<tn woman was 
driven - from a small house on Yates 
street, the establishment oloeod and the 
owner noliliod that should ho let his 
property to similar peraouft a^ain ha 
would be prosecuted. In spite of this 
warning the immoral hole is again open 
and a new set of Oypriatu aie now dla- 
porting themselves therein. Proceedinga 
against the owner will be .. taken forth- 
with..

LoNo Lakh. — This lake, not far from 
Green mountain in L;»ke district, was 
well known for tho abundance of the 
trout in its waters. Its fame has indeed 
attracted tooirjtVi attention; for it has 
beoome the resort of certain fisherman 
who, arriving at almost dawn, bait with 
salmon roe, Qsh all day with aa many 
linea as they can attend to, stop until it 
ia too dark to sou any longer, and then 
roluotantly return to town overloaded 
with tho numbor they have been able to 
catch. Only a few days since a "sports- 
man" from town captured and bora away 
in triumph no less than throo hundred 
trout from this lake ; and as its reaourcoa 
while great are not inexhaustible, settlers 
in the immediate vicinity complain, and 
not without reason, that the fish, already 
getting scarce, will soon be exterminated. 
Until, however, a law is passed rrohibit- 
ing tho use of salmon roe as bait, which 
the trout are unable to resist, there ap- 
pears to be no way of stopping audi 
wholesalu catches. One farmer says that 
if the lake receives much more attentldii 
of thia kind it will soon become neccasary 
to use a drag net to catch the last two or 
three iish that will remain. When a fish 
preiorvation law ia pasaod he will proba- 
bly remember what has been done and 
have tha pleasure of catching tho anglers 
who are wrongfully catching- the fish.
